The guests mill around chatting, estimating bids, wandering 
comfortably through Symphony Hall’s wide corridors; after 
hour, they file into their seats, settle into folds gabardine 

and tweed, and fall silent the evening’s host, Dick Flavin

FIRM GROUND 


Now that Edward King has been 


dismissed from public life, 15-year fight 
over airport expansion East 


appears over. the heart that 
battle was piece land, property 
owned Logan International Airport, 
known Bird Island Flats. 1968, when 
King was running the Massachusetts Port 
Authority (Massport), most the flats 
were covered the waters Boston 
Harbor. Then King came with 
controversial plan fill the flats and 
build new runway the so-called 
Short Take-Off and Landing (STOL) 
runway that would have routed 
planes directly over the residential com- 


munity Jeffries Point. 


Jeffries Point didn’t like the idea 
much King did, but the neighborhood 
just upset about the planes. King 
was sending dump trucks, fill and 
bound for the airport, down Maverick 
Street, narrow, densely populated road. 
Angry about the noise and dirt and 
worried for the safety the 
kids, group middle-aged and elderly 
women took the streets block the 
trucks. response, King called the 


police, who roughed some the 


women. incident got its share 
media attention, and the group 
protesters came known the 
Maverick Street Mothers. 

Mayor Kevin White quickly entered 
the fray, the mothers’ side. stem

the truck traffic, the mayor made 
Maverick Street one-way the 
flow directed away from the airport. 
Then his legal team got court injunction 
halt work the runway. Despite the 


injunction, King ordered the work 
continue; his insistence this point 
prompted the Massport board direc- 
tors fire him. With King gone, 
construction ceased. 


But 1978, when King was elected 
governor, revived the STOL plan. 
Two years ago became clear that 
was trying thwart project establish 
air-cargo facility the would-be 
STOL site (the facility was inte- 
grated with hotel and high-tech- 
nology park). this time, King had run 
afoul others besides neighborhood- 
group members; among his adversaries 
were Massport officials, his usual allies 
among the labor unions, and business 
leaders the high-technology field all 
creating the jobs and business oppor- 
tunities envisioned for the new project. 

Finally convinced that construction 
the project wouldn’t negate his runway 
plans, King allowed to.go forward. But 
now, with King gone, with the court 
injunction still effect, and 
Massport board sympathetic the East 
Boston community, seems unlikely that 
the runway ever will built. 
hand last Monday the flats, 
ground-breaking ceremony launching 
the project, were Governor Michael 
Dukakis, representatives the Massa- 
chusetts High Technology Council, and 
Anna DeFronzo, one the Maverick 
Street Mothers. DeFronzo said she was 
pleased with the outcome the con- 
troversy. Eddie King wanted here 
was more planes and more pollution,” 
she told the Phoenix. really didn’t 
want anything built here, but 
knew that sooner later somethin 
would have done with the land.

returns? that troubling you,

Well, cheer up. New England Business 
magazine has come with great tax 


scam posing investment op- 


portunity that’s happens legal, 
more less. And take advantage it, 
all you more money than you 
know what with. 

The magazine reports that the Internal 
Revenue Service required law 
pay astounding 17.4 percent annual 
rate interest tax overpayments 
which, course, much higher 
interest rate than. banks and money 
market-funds have been offering. 
why many corporations purposely over- 
pay their taxes and then, provided those 
overpayments discovered the 
IRS, file amended returns many 
three years later. The firms get their 
overpaid funds, plus that generous inter- 
est, right back. 

Predictably, IRS spokesman told 
New England Business that purposely 
overpaying one’s taxes “devious” 
activity. This year the IRS expects pay 
out $1.9 billion interest payments 
overpayments.

Election Laws Committee hearing the 
two but the committee has yet 
give the initial nod the 
reach the House floor for debate. 

Chicago last month, Harold Wash- 
ington upset two white challengers the 


Democratic mayoral primary, large 
part because his organization registered 
100,000 new black (see story 
page 12). Fair Share’s goals are more 
modest: the group wants sign 5000 
voters Roxbury, Mattapan, and 
Dorchester the August deadline. 
That would lift registration those 
neighborhoods above the citywide aver- 
age. 

Because Fair Share has concentrated its 
efforts predominantly black 
neighborhoods, some have concluded 
that the organization has more than civic 
responsibility heart. For their part, Fair 
Share members are forthright about the 
influence they could have this 
preliminary election. “Our aim just 
overall register voters,” says Margaret 
particular candidate, have qualms 
about that.” Former South End state 
Representative Mel King may the 
obvious beneficiary influx new 
black voters, but South Boston City 
Councilor Ray Flynn, with whom King 
shares many positions neighborhood 
issues, may Fair Share’s “hidden” 
candidate. Flynn has strong support 
among many the neighborhood 
progressives who make Fair Share’s 
constituency; fact, least three Fair 
Share organizers recently have signed 
work full-time Flynn’s campaign.

Not only 
that historical untruth, but makes for 
duller legend. Ted Williams spent his 
entire playing career refusing accept 
fame the adoration strangers, except 
his own stubborn terms, terms close 
denial. raged, and cursed, and spat, 
and (when suited him) acted like jerk. 

The positively gregarious Williams 
1983, whose growls are mostly show, 


seems altogether fitting and appealing 
figure not bad trick for someone with 
the job hanging around famous. 
Perhaps aware the extraordinary 
degree which has succeeded 
bending life his own prodigious will. 
Even with fame and its attendant demon, 
publicity, Williams has finally imposed 
his own terms. Finally, after all these 
years, people longer want talk 
about himself (if ever had 
any inner doubts crises, the 
overwhelming majority his listeners 
would prefer not know). They just 
want hear him talk hitting, pitchers, 
fishing they want hear him talk 
about topics, the world outside the 
personality. may that’s all wanted 
from fame the first place, that people 
would accept his view that things 
accomplished, and the hows and whys 
accomplishing them, were what made life 
such entertaining proposition. How 
splendid that took more than years 
battling the world’s incessant curiosity 
over his doings get for him.

was put this earth things, 
and hitting baseball was certainly 
foremost among them. But from the 
beginning, Williams was more than what 
was aiming for. had knack, both 
happy and otherwise, for drawing 
attention himself. bred resentment 
even created interest. 

And boy, did create interest. Except 
for Babe Ruth, single player ever sold 
many tickets Ted Williams. One 
need only look the Red Sox’ attendance 
figures prove it. Before Williams 
arrived Boston, the Sox had never 
drawn more than 646,000 for season. 
Through they never drew below 
710,000. When Williams returned from 
World War II, and baseball entered its 
first great attendance explosion, the Red 
Sox never drew fewer than 1.3 million fans 
until (when Williams was either 
Korea injured). From 1955 through 
1960, when the Red Sox were nowhere 
near being contenders, they still drew 
over million, except 1959, 
worst year. And after left, Boston 
never came close million until the 
Impossible Dream year 1967. Younger 
fans have been taught that there was 
never time when the Red Sox were not 
the all-consuming sports interest New 
England. Nonetheless, it’s plain that 
throughout his career, substantial

Everyone remembers that hit .344 
lifetime, with 2654 hits but add that 
his 2019 walks, and Williams had .480 
on-base percentage .634 slugging 
percentage, figures that strongly imply 
that felt mere singles were for wimps. 
Indeed, his strongest criticism modern- 
day greats that they accomplish their 
offensive numbers with the benefit 
thousands extra at-bats, and therefore 
extra outs. Williams struck out only 709 
times his career figure Reggie 
Jackson topped 1973), which meant 
that you went game and saw 
Williams strike out, you saw something 
almost four times rare, four times 
hit. More than any other batter, Williams 
succeeded reversing the 
natural advantage the most visible, 
most glamorous duel sports and 
did not hot day, hot streak, but 
every time there, every time for 
years. This ability twist basic 
nature his own terms was what made 
him exciting player. His personality 
took care the rest. 

Williams himself never saw hitting 
anything mystical (he still doesn’t, the 
title his treatise the subject 
suggests). For years has attributed 
his prowess nothing but work 
constant observation pitchers, other 
hitters, and himself, and constant 
practice, pure devotion hitting 
baseballs. “Since was kid, swung 
baseballs every chance had,” he’s said 
reporters 1940 and 1983. Ina 
baseball instructional book for boys this 
reporter possessed age nine, Williams 
was the author chapter detailing how 
the aspiring batsman could, minimal 
expense, turn his garage basement into 
year-round practice facility. 
emphasized that only through daily 
practice could one expect become 
competent hitter.

And there 
was something about his style that set 
many teeth edge, enough that until 
his playing days were done, Ted Williams 
regarded fans and sportswriters 
potential and actual enemies. 

For most his career, the Red Sox had 
rule forbidding writers enter the 
clubhouse either before game the 
first minutes afterward. These rules, 
unique Boston, were 
behest. can’t believe Tim Horgan 
the Boston Herald said Winter Haven 
this spring, “the change between what 
used like and the guy who talks 
about anything now.” 

outbursts the fans were 
front-page national news the spitting 
incidents and, course, the celebrated 
refusal tip his hat, acknowledge the 
cheers the Fenway crowds (90 percent 
whom loved him) any time. 
Perfectionists much for criticism, 
public private (remember those 
arguments with Cobb), and Williams 
never really adjusted the fact that the 
lot inevitably includes failure 
that abuse sometimes results from that 
failure.

‘Institutional memory’ and déja vu: 
Carballo and the human-services folks

ardee Xifaras may have 
the most difficult job 

the Dukakis administra- 
tion. the expert 
constituent groups, 
charged with servicing the un- 
naturally broad and unusually 
vocal Dukakis “coalition” sup- 
porters. Business labor, 
teachers and municipal officials, 
minorities and white ethnics, 
early Dukakis loyalists and 
erstwhile supporters Edward 
King who joined the 
September, 1982, primary 
Xifaras, New Bedford attorney, 
tries keep them all together.

But “institutional memory” 
the rationalization for retain- 
ing King-administration 
employees who, many cases, 
spent the last four years im- 


managing while constituency 


plementing policies odds with 
the stated goals the new 
administration has become the 
flash point for crucial wing 
the Dukakis coalition. Liberal 
activists and human-services 
workers are furious that King 
people are being kept on, and 
they have directed much that 
fury the man who applying 
the notion institutional mem- 
ory their government 
Secretary Human Services 
Manuel Carballo. 

Carballo, who now 
responsible for administering 
nearly half the state’s billion 
budget, met Dukakis 
Kennedy School Government, 
where the former was acting 
director the school’s program 
public policy and corporate 
management. Because his 
checkered career New York, 
New Jersey, Wisconsin, and 
the federal government (he’s held 
fewer than jobs years), 
some human-services advocates 
refer Carballo the “itinerant 
manager” the “gypsy man- 
ager.” With the exception 
two-year stint the early 1970s 
acting commissioner New 
York City’s highway department, 
Carballo has never held single 
post for more than months. 

New York-born and New Jer- 
sey-raised, Carballo 
Castillian descent. speaks 
fluent Spanish (and, says, 
passable French and Portuguese). 


holds bachelor’s degree 
from Princeton, where ma- 
jored international affairs, 
law degree from Harvard, where 
concentrated poverty law, 
and-a master’s from the Kennedy 
School, where his emphasis was 
economics and public administra- 
tion. Since being admitted the 
New Jersey bar, 1966, Carballo 
has done everything from ad- 
ministering highway and public- 
transit departments New York 
directing inner-city-housing 
and community-affairs agencies 
New Jersey serving 
assistant legal counsel former 
New Jersey Governor Richard 
Hughes. the mid-1960s, 
directed program designed 
protect inner-city residents from 
displacement because urban- 
renewal projects. Wisconsin, 
was secretary state 
bureaucracy 
about half the size Massachu- 

many ways Carballo the 
ideal appointee for the second 
Dukakis administration. Like the 
new governor, cautious 
and deliberative manager. 
wants work, his own words, 
“in thoughtful, responsible, and 
intelligent way.” brings 
biases about 
pointees programs with him 
state government asset for 
administration trying erase 
the bad memories its own 
history. shares the 
experience the Kennedy 
School, and his reverence for 
rationality. Both men share the 
same basic good-government 
goals.

because knew provoke 
his readers (and his target) new 
heights rage. Bearbaiting will 
the last refuge the 
incompetent observer. But when 
man renowned for fairness 
Red Smith could casually write 
1948 that Williams had lost 
least two Most Valuable Player 
awards (voted baseball 
writers) because “his disposi- 
tion,” and clearly imply that 
Williams deserved it, it’s ap- 
parent that the feuds with press 
and public the show 
grumbles and rages 1983, but 
serious, debilitating wars. 

You can look up. Ted 
Williams twice won the Triple 
Crown (in 1942 and 1947) and 
was not voted MVP either time. 
1947, lost Joe DiMaggio 
when one writer left him off the 
ballot completely, not naming 
him the top 10. That speaks 
volumes about 


boorishness and about the 
sportswriting petti- 
ness. 

also points battle that 
resounded through 
first decade baseball, namely 
that with DiMaggio. It’s funny 
that throughout baseball history 
the greatest players have 
had 
against whom they competed 
and with whom they were com- 
pared. Ruth and Cobb, and 
before that Cobb and Wagner. 
Mantle and Mays, Berra and 
Campanella, Koufax and 
Marichal it’s lengthy and 
distinguished list. The game to- 
day lacks such matched set 
greats, and suffers accordingly, 
because except among the hope- 
lessly partisan, the comparisons 
inevitably deepen our apprecia- 
tion both players. Never were 
two men matched the public 
mind (if not their own) 
DiMaggio and Williams. 

DiMaggio was uniquely right 
for his time and audience. Besides 
his gifted play, was affable, 
soft-spoken yet quotable, con- 
stantly cited for that indefinable 
sports virtue called “class.” 
also was the star the perennial 
champions residing the com- 
munications center the world 
the star New York when 
truly was the most important 
place the world. Williams, 
besides being obviously gifted 
hitter, was 
(which was easily translated 


pigheaded), outspoken (ditto 
loudmouthed), private (surly) 
man team that finished 
second place with regularity. 
Eventually, this sad Red Sox 
habit was translated into the 
most grievous charge all, that 
Williams was selfish loser who 
cared only for himself and 
couldn’t produce the clutch. 
his last day baseball, 
1960, full decade since this 
controversy was hot topic, 
Huck Finnegan, writer for the 
American, chose bid farewell 
Williams with the cheery 
comment, “It has always been 
record first, the team 
second, and the Sox nonwinning 
record proof enough that.” 
addition, Ted Williams was the 
highest-paid player baseball, 
fact that was used evidence 
that cared only for himself. 
Williams was the first $100,000 
ballplayer, and for that unheard- 
sum (which Babe Ruth never 
got) was expected produce 
not hits and runs, but ultimate 
victories, the ultimate victories 
the Sox never achieved. 

the charges lodged against 
Williams sound familiar, they 
should. Ted Williams was 
baseball pioneer, the man who 
launched the “that overpaid hot- 
dog thinks he’s great” school 
player criticism. The nitwits 
who bitch Reggie Jackson, 
Pete Rose, (more frequently)

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merely rehashing the old lines 
about Williams. his absorption 
himself and the solitary craft 
hitting, his ability make 
news, attract interest both 
good and bad, his determina- 
tion have things his way, his 
sheer loudness, Williams was 
player ahead his time, 
modern ballplayer. The things 
did and said that outraged the 
baseball world the ‘40s and 
‘50s might still deplored today, 
but they wouldn’t shock us.

There really 
ought entry the list for coordinating interviews: reporters 
and cameramen regularly traipse through the life this four-year-old 
experiment alternative housing for older people. Local newspapers 
well Newsweek have run stories about the whos and whys this 
project.

There’s question that the Shared Living House makes for good 
human-interest stories; here, older folks live “commune” defray 
costs and fend off loneliness.

Before the turn the century, what are 
now called senior citizens were rare; 1900, only 4.4 percent 
Americans were older. Today older people (as defined that

percent older people 
own their own housing, and most 
them prefer, whenever 
possible and often despite great 
pressure leave, remain 
homes and neighborhoods where 
they have spent lifetimes. Other 
studies show that least half the 
elderly prefer age-integrated 
housing neighborhoods.

equity conversion. Proponents 
insist that these ideas not 
obviate the need for nursing 


homes for the rehabilitation 
and construction traditional, 
single-household rental units. 
Rather, they broaden the 
spectrum housing choices 
open the elderly today, 
tomorrow, and 2050. 


Shared housing 

Though majority the 
elderly prefer, all else being 
equal, remain familiar 
settings, this may mean living 
alone, which isn’t ideal for 
everyone. “Shared housing” and 
“congregate housing” are generic 
terms that are defined differently 
almost every federal, state, 
and private agency that employs 
them. general, though, shared 
housing about what 
think: two more unrelated 
people living ina 
noninstitutional residence and 
sharing facilities such 
kitchen, bathroom, and/or living 
area. Shared-housing programs 
differ greatly size, design, 
management schemes, and target 
populations. 

The state Massachusetts 
published guidelines for the 
planning and management 
public congregate housing for 
elders early 1978, and the 
federal Department Health 
and Human Services recently 
awarded grant the 
Massachusetts Department 
Elder Affairs (DEA), which 
administers congregate housing 
conjunction with two other 
state agencies, assess how well 
been working for older people 
the Commonwealth.

ichael Dukakis knows 
nouncement. When 


went one his press con- 
ferences the State House few 
Wednesdays ago, was surprised 
how simple and unadorned 
was. announced was that 
Lou Nickinello would named 
deputy secretary transpor- 
tation. When arrived, there were 
about people milling around 
outside Dukakis’s office 
mixture proud Nickinello rela- 
tions, State House reporters, and 
local statespeople. the ap- 
pointed time, 12:45, the double 
doors were opened and everyone 
swarmed slowly, like lazy 
group bees.

The best both worlds 


Liberal ethics meets conservative fervor

The Friday-evening service 
Beth starts with sharing 
challah and kosher wine. The 
congregation faces east and 
chants prayer welcome the 
bride the Sabbath. There 
cantor say the prayers for the 
congregants they recite them 
themselves, either seated around 
table standing, many sway- 
ing slightly, facing the Torah. 
Both men and women are called 
upon read from the Torah; 
paraded around, the worship- 
pers touch their prayer books 
and then kiss the prayer books. 

All this different from 
most Protestant and reform Jew- 
ish services, where you file and 
get talked to, the service 
were college lecture. The Ad- 
vent and Beth services are 
strange, beautiful, and involving. 
Neither these congregations 


designed its services “to keep 
our kids out the cults,” but 
such sensual worship highly 
appealing feature many the 
new religious movements. 
Harvard Divinity School 
Professor Harvey Cox explains 
Turning East (Simon and 
Schuster, 1977), those who “turn 
East” describe the difference be- 
tween mainstream 
worship service and their cult 
experiences the difference be- 
tween “reading the label and 
eating the contents.” That same 
holds true the worship services 
the Advent and Beth when 
compared 
services.

Every 
Episcopal church uses the Book 
Common Prayer, every temple 
features the reading the Torah 
and can call its members “the 
people the book.” But the 
members the Advent and Beth 
really mean it. The Advent was 
founded Episcopalians who 
agreed that other Episcopal 
churches “had the prayer book, 
but not its One way 
acquire the spirit was use the 
prayer book daily, and thus the 
Advent has daily mass and twice- 
a-weekday prayer services. Many 
have the 
services memorized; 
those who not often arrive 
early set their prayer book, 
hymnal, (the 
year’s anthology Bible read- 
ings) they can follow along 
and not simply have the service 
wash over them. 

For example, Beth El, besides 
regularly demonstrating affection 
for the Torah, also celebrates two 
minor, bookish Jewish holidays 
Simchath Torah and Shavout 
with enthusiasm. Simchath 
Torah services, the entire Torah 
unrolled, danced with, and 
toasted with champagne. 
Shavout services, some members 
study the Torah all night long. 


And there Beth El’s own 
national attention for such 
prayers Abraham and 
Sarah, God Isaac and Rebecca, 
God Jacob, Leah and Rachel” 
and “God deliverance ... 
she strength, song and 
salvation. God will rescue 
and bless her people.” (The 
prayer book refers God alter- 
nately “he,” “she,” and 
Less catchy but just 
important the prayer book’s 
adaptation other texts.

scendental meditation that Peter 
McWilliams heard about the 
benefits word processing. 
There being good introduc- 
tory book the subject, spent 
almost year investigating the 
field.

The Advent serves free dinner 
about 150 destitute people 
every Tuesday night. employs 
priest who holds office hours 
assist Beacon Hill street people, 
vouchers (not cash) some 
them. Beth has the Tsedakah 
Collective, small group mem- 
bers who distribute two percent 
their gross income last year, 
$11,943 charity. And many 
Beth members are also active 
the nuclear-freeze movement. 

Still, these issues are not the 
congregations’ raison One 
notices the spiritual character, not 
the charitable character, each 
first. The Advent and Beth 
charitable work result 
their spiritual concerns. 

The same thing can said 
the kind Zionism Beth 
practices. Israel matters very 
much the congregation; 
percent the Tsedakah Collec- 
tive’s money went there last year. 
However, it’s important note 


that the largest chunk its Israel 
money went Peace Now, 
organization that’s been critical 
Israel’s military policies. Beth 
support Israel not 
uncritical, not civil religion.

ing the name the NASA 
complex Cape Kennedy. Ac- 
cording public-infor- 
mation office, exactly which 
names were changed was 
never clear. The facility itself was 
renamed, and remains Kennedy 
Space Center this day. Soon, 
however, the name Cape Ken- 
nedy, referring the peninsula 
itself, began appear civilian 
maps. (Apparently there was 
considerable silent opposition 
this change the part many 
locals Canaveral, claimed, 
one the oldest place names 
the US, appearing maps 
dating back 1513.) The Air

The astronaut training 
center, the first leg the Red 
Tour, decked out with used 
space vehicles, space-suited man- 
nequins, randomly flashing con- 
trol consoles, spotlights, and 
excruciatingly boring narration 
tape. 

After few minutes this re- 
created history, the group gets 
second bus. Ours was driven 
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“Bob,” who wore TWA 
shirt and whose sardonic sense 
humor suggested that had 
once aspired astronaut. 
(TWA Services, turns out, the 
concessionaire for the entire Vis- 
itors Center; also handles sev- 
eral national parks.) Except for 
Bob’s wisecracks, from this point 
got see our space history 
unadulterated. 

The bus swings the visitors 
around the Vehicle Assembly 
Building (VAB) and the Shuttle 
launch pad. Actually, anyone 
who gets within miles the 
space center has already seen the 
VAB: standing 525 feet high and 
nearly wide, visible from 
the causeways that connect 
Cocoa Beach the mainland. But 
even one enters the space 
preciate the scale the massive, 
windowless structure. close, 
dominated 
painting American flag 
one side, overwhelming. 
another side, oversized garage 
door opens let out the 
Crawler, huge diesel-powered 
Caterpillar-treaded flatbed that 
takes assembled rocket ships, 
complete with gantry cranes and 
launching hardware (all 
million pounds it), the pads, 
seven miles away. Bob tells 
that the Crawler, which travels 
along its own seven-foot-thick 
gravel roadway, has top speed 
one mile per hour and gets 
feet the gallon. 

The shuttle launch pad the 
next destination, but the bus 
doesn’t stop here. What with fuel 
leaks and classified payloads, 
NASA doesn’t want snoopy (and 
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uninsured) civilians swarming all 
over the thing. From the bus, the 
shuttle itself invisible.

Port Canaveral, are clustered 
around the pools and the 
beach. Not many are actually 
swimming the ocean the 
water temperature inhibit- 
ing degrees but the sun 
warm. And even the nightly 
news, the Space Shuttle hardly 
mentioned. Instead, 
talking about Florida’s new 
gasoline tax, the 
number tourists this season 
clogging the highways, and the 
weather back home. Which 
nearly nice the weather 
here.

rather than Harvard man was ap- 
pointed director the First National 
Bank; the reception given immigrant 
Jews was even cooler. Since World War 
economic and educational shifts (sig- 
nally, increased access Harvard) have 
made Boston Jews force reckoned 
with, and they have been. For example, 
there’s the cancellation 
scheduled appearance anti-Zionist 
and pro-PLO actress Vanessa Redgrave 
last spring, just weeks before the 
annual fund-raising drive. Inasmuch 
Redgrave has filed suit against the BSO, 
the concerned parties have been reluc- 
tant talk; but likely that the 
presence Jews the board trustees 
and among the Symphony’s most 
generous supporters influenced the de- 
cision. More significant, though, was the 
1965 dedication the Cabot-Cahners 
Room Symphony Hall.

But the real shift may well have started 
with Sidney Rabb, the 82-year-old foun- 
der Stop Shop. Rabb came Boston 
Russian immigrant kid, attended 
Harvard, and parlayed small market 


into enormous corporation. 1962, 
became trustee the Museum 
Fine Arts, which then was indisputably 
Yankee stronghold. Recalls David 
Crockett, retired dean Boston fund- 
raisers and the velvet touch behind 
Massachusetts General Hospital, “Twen- 
years ago, the Brahmins picked Sidney 
Rabb from the Jewish community and 
they promoted him. extremely 
nice fellow and he’d gone Harvard. 
lot Jewish people took dim view 
him because they felt was pushing his 
way in.” Certainly first 
steps into these Yankee-dominated 
cabals were tough the first steps out 
his insular world, and years ago the 
first Jews (today it’s the first blacks and 
Greeks and Armenians; tomorrow 
Koreans? Cambodians?) venture into 
the inner circles the Museum the 
Symphony risked being labeled social 
climbers betrayers their own. But 
Rabb did it. This “extremely nice fellow” 
then went serve trustee for the 
Academy Arts and Sciences, the Boys 
Clubs Boston, Massachusetts General 
Hospital, the Museum Science, and 
McLean Hospital, along with Beth Israel, 
Combined Jewish Philanthropies, and 
the Israel Bond Organization. 
thoroughly absorbed into 
charitable mainstream that this year, 
meeting between the city’s top fund- 
raisers and top corporate executives, 
was Rabb who was called make the 
final remarks. 

There are those who argue that this 
accommodation between Brahmins and 
the rest the world was sheer necessity, 


that the cost keeping such pet charities 
world-class symphony was swallow- 
ing the few Yankee families who had 
financed and governed them from the 
start. “In times crisis,” says one 
businessman finds 
himself demand serve trustee 
boards, “democracy seems prevail.” 
The biggest money Massachusetts 
today new money, not the graying 
Yankee trust funds thinned genera- 
tions use.

“Once you give,” says Steve Grossman, 
“you give and give and give.” That 
lesson has not yet sunk most 
Grossman’s contemporaries the 
under-40 successful professionals who 
form the newest group potential arts 
patrons Boston. But certainly has 
become the byword for Grossman and 
his wife Barbara. and his father run 
Massachusetts Envelope Company; she 
working her PhD theater history. 
the meantime, they serve score 
charitable boards; and two years ago 
they made major gift the gallery 
space for the soon-to-be-built wing the 
Museum School. When hopeful fund- 
raisers rhapsodize about the new genera- 
tion savvy, active arts supporters, they 
could describing the Grossmans. 
“We learned example from our 
parents,” says Barbara. very con- 
cerned with the state the arts. But 
really are not that many younger people 
who are involved philanthropy.” She 
trustee the Metropolitan Center, 
the American Repertory Theater, and the 
women’s division Combined Jewish 
Philanthropies. Steve trustee the 
Institute Contemporary Art and 
member the Visiting Committee the 
Museum School and the Museum Coun- 
cil; he’s active the Handel and Haydn 
Society and now serving 
youngest person ever head the Com- 
bined Philanthropies’ annual 


campaign, which last year topped $16 
million. 

Like many Jewish arts patrons, the 
Grossmans have tangled with the ques- 
tion whether Jewish philanthropy 


should take precedence over arts. “Of 


course there’s more status involved with 
giving cultural institutions,” Steve 
says. there’s not much conflict for 
our generation for the older one. I’ve 
lived here whole life and expect 
continue to. drew the community. 
order for our children draw the 
resources too, those institutions have 
strong. But there’s question the 
importance Jewish philanthropy. 
health and welfare the Jewish people. 
doing it, would hurt the 
community.” 

The Grossmans’ Brookline home, with 
its Helen Frankenthalers and Morris 
Louises and Picassos, might appear 
the pinnacle me-decade good living 
and graciousness except for the 
Grossmans’ genuine commitment 
charity. Both Barbara and Steve are 
distressed the failure 
classmates give their alma maters 
(Smith College and Harvard Business 
School respectively) particularly, says 
Steve, “when you know that some 
these people are making $100,000 thanks 
their Harvard MBA.” Equally depress- 
ing they point out, the rate which 


Boston corporations give charity: 
average one-third one percent 
their profits compared the national 
rate one percent, and rate five 
percent cities like Minneapolis and 
Dallas. (Grossman’s Massachusetts 
Envelope major underwriter 
WGBH programs.) But their greatest 
concern over fellow Jews who donate 
money and time mainstream institu- 
tions but ignore Jewish charities. “It’s 
matter survival,” Barbara says. 
got help Jewish agencies. can’t take 
them for granted.” It’s ironic, then, that 
their own contributions the Museum 
Fine Arts elicited some the same 
concern from friends who felt that the 
Museum isn’t receptive the Jewish 
community. 

There one drawback all this 
charity. Being among the few young 
philanthropic leaders Boston, the 
Grossmans are asked time and again 
fund-raising among their peers. 
hand outstretched, even for worthy 
cause. Sometimes the purely personal 
phone call doesn’t get returned, the 
friendly dinner invitation turned down 
because someone figures it’s another 
pitch give, give, give. But fortunately 
for all the institutions they support, this 
burden has yet daunt them. “We just 
give,” says Barbara. “It’s obligation.” 


benefactors, have had less image 
shed than have granddad institutions 


like the Museum and Symphony. 


latter organizations were founded early 
(the MFA 1876, the Symphony 1881) 
and time when capital the city was 
not widely held outside the strictly 
Yankee circles banking and finance. 
New York, European Jews were already 
cultivating fortunes made retailing. 
But Massachusetts became home only 
six percent that wave immigrants; 
and being small and not established until 
the 1850s, the group made dent 
upper crust. 

1870 the state legislature set 
board trustees establish museum; 
the list was crowded with Eliots, Parkers, 
Kidders, and Norcrosses, all the city’s 
luminaries. One the trustees, Martin 
Brimmer, was son the city’s mayor. 
Another, Henry Lillie Pierce (who was 
the MFA’s most generous early benefac- 
tor), himself served mayor for two 
years. The curators 
privileged European-educated men 
with the time and taste devote art. 
The founding circle was 
even smaller. Reckoning would cost 
some money, which would well 
spent,” Major Henry Lee Higginson 
established the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra and financed singlehandedly 
until 1918. Then, age after discover- 
ing that “some money” meant lots 
money, invited select group serve 
trustees and defray the cost 
underwriting the orchestra. 

course, both the Symphony and 
Museum were enjoyed spread 
Bostonians. The symphony particular 
had catered every class and ethnic 
variety. Although Friday afternoon con- 
certs were (and remain) Brahmin 
tradition, leisurely mingle white 
gloves, music, and good manners, early 
photographs Symphony Hall often 
show roiling crowd waiting for rush 
tickets apiece; and the Pops and 
Esplanade concerts, begun 1886, were 
expressly mass appeal. Many the non- 
Yankees who were invited onto the 
Symphony’s boards the ‘60s had been 
subscribers for years. And the musi- 
cians themselves represented varied 
backgrounds. The first conductor 
was German, George Henschel, and 
from the start great number players 
were foreign-born, from immigrant 
families. 

Soon, though, the Museum and the 
Symphony began need 
spectrum contributors well 
customers. For one thing, costs were 
growing like mad. For another, 
arts world began bearing issue with 
regularity: the Institute Contemporary 
Art 1936, WGBH-TV and the Museum 
Science 1951, the Opera Company 
Boston 1957, the Boston Ballet 
1964. Eventually, the fortunes that had 
financed these projects started tap dry. 
they were diverted out the arts 
altogether, charities like Massachu- 
setts General Hospital, favorite project 
Ralph Lowell, pedigreed Yankee and 
director the Boston Safe Deposit and 
Trust Company. 

Fortunately, this time there was 
other money had. But didn’t start 
out that way. Boston’s immigrant com- 
munities had begun setting groups 
their own. For example, the early 
1900s, least 400 little Jewish groups 
were bloom Boston immi- 
grant-aid society, political and labor 
organizations, Jewish baseball club, 
theater and music groups. “The Jews 
took care themselves,” says Ellen 
Smith, professor Boston University 
and director project Boston Jewry 
for the American Jewish Historical Socie- 
ty. “Even culturally, things were well met 
internally, there was need get 
involved with Yankee culture.” 

That situation, however, began 
change. Although Harvard (the requisite 
alma mater for entry Boston’s beau 
monde) graduated only Jewish stu- 
dents between 1870 and 1880, gradu- 
ated 101 from 1890 and 1900; the class 
1900 alone had 23, and the figures 
swelled upwards from there. With shot 
sterling education, Jews could figure 
toehold into Boston mainstream. 
Fortunes began made outside 
Beacon Hill: Abraham Ratshesky, 
banker, celebrated his 50th birthday 
1914 giving $100,000 local Jewish 
philanthropy and building wing onto 
Boston’s Beth Israel hospital. Until about 
years ago, Beth Israel and Brandeis 
University were the only blank slates 
which affluent Jews could carve 
their names. Not just could, either, but 
wanted to. 
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Not until World War did American 
Jews (and other immigrant groups) gen- 
erally begin considering themselves part 
American culture, and accordingly, not 
until then did forays into mainstream 
philanthropy instead just ethnic 
philanthropy make sense. Other immi- 
grants dabbled Yankee charities 
well. Recalls David Crockett, “Brahmins 
didn’t think the Jews and Irish terms 
new dollars and cents. was much 
the fact that they were just beginning 
accepted. was very fashionable 
the pick bright Irishman and put 
him every board. There was one 
fellow, Mike Kelleher why, was 
literally every board!” Behind Crockett 
his bookcase are the oft-thumbed tools 
the fund-raiser: Harvard Alumni Direc- 
tory, Who the East, Who’s Who 
Commerce and Industry, and book 
mysteriously entitled The Difficult Art 
Giving. years ago, the charitable 
sector and the cultural sector were the 
last stands Boston’s Brahmins. 
what made the community tick. The 
same old families had their pet charities 
and they supported them generously. 
The few people who made effort 
crash into that society were few.” 

* 

Given the extent and sophistication 
today’s fund-raising, it’s hard believe 
that until years ago the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra had never dunned 
its subscribers for donations. The BSO’s 
first effort tap outside its small old 
circle was made 1962, when Henry 
Cabot, then the chairman the trustees, 
set about the task creating Sym- 
phony “council friends” who would 
volunteer and donate the orchestra. 
Heading would Mary Cabot and 
Helene Cahners, the latter the daughter 
Sidney Rabb and herself veteran 
countless boards along with the 
Symphony she serves the MFA, WGBH, 
Beth Israel Hospital, the Metropolitan 
Center. “Cabot urged get new 
people who every other list,” 
Cahners laughs. worked for two years 
it. just didn’t want every name 
the list Cabot, Lodge, Adams 
Lowell.” One her first tasks, 
though, was call all the old regulars, 
the peerage. The first sur- 
prise: many them, though perceived 
great benefactors, had been sending 
measly $10 $20 year. The second 
surprise, Cahners recalls, was that many 
them were terminally curled bed 
and were having their calls forwarded 
their nurses lawyers. Age and attenua- 
tion were evident the Museum well, 
with general deterioration the collec- 
tion and the building, and circle 
insiders who had been inside too long. 
“It was like mausoleum,” says one 
young businessman who serves sev- 
eral arts boards, “and was dying the 
vine.” 

The formation the 
council friends (now called the coun- 
cil) was followed 1966 decision 
study “how the Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra could better communicate with

handbook. The result was the board 
overseers, sort junior board 
trustees, but three times the size (75 
members the trustees’ 25) and with 
plenty slots honor representatives 
“various constituencies.” Established 
1968, had its first chairperson 
Abram Collier, head the very proper 
New England Mutual Life Insurance; but 
its ranks were filled with music lovers 
new the Symphony’s inner corridors.

1968, the BSO was 
the midst five-year fund-raising 
campaign the first major capital 
campaign its history honor the 
orchestra’s 90th birthday; success de- 
pended finding new sources 
support. Already the “new Symphony” 
cornerstone, the Cabot-Cahners 
Room. further entice the new breed 
donor, the BSO began commemorative- 
gift program: opportunity for patrons 
see their names writ large. The next 
few years would see the Symphony ag- 
gressively marketing patronage, especial- 
through its Musical Marathon (during 
which radio listeners pledge donations 
and return choose Symphony 
recording broadcast). The BSO 
found the public little surprised its

new high profile. “The first year had 
Musical Marathon booth Quincy 
Market,” says Rita Meyer, chairperson 
the council, “lots people came 
and said, ‘Oh, didn’t know the BSO 
needed money. thought that was all 
taken care of.’ The BSO has suffered 
from many years in-house support 
rather than reaching out. takes long 
time re-educate the public that you 
need support from them and just 
rich club.” 

Being rich was longer enough, 
either. these institutions got bigger 
and more complicated, the boards had 
shoulder 
quently, during the first decade after the 
doors opened crack, many boards 
(including the Symphony’s 
purged members who were 
strictly window-dressing. “Everybody 
more practical these days,” says one 
trustee. “It’s not enough have fancy 
name. really only want working 
members now. There’s just too much 
do.” Leo Beranek explains, “There 
are now three ways get board. 
One you can opinionmaker, like 
Archie Epps dean students] 
Senator Edward Kennedy. Opinion- 
makers might not give money even 
give time. you can part the 
working group, the volunteers, who run 
everything and give huge amounts 
time. you have people who either give 
lots money personally can raise 
money.” 

1976, the BSO initiated second 
major capital campaign, this one honor 
the 100th birthday, and 
with the staggering goal $15.7 million. 
Halfway through the five-year cam- 
paign, was clear that the goal 
reached without shot the arm. The 
trustees asked Beranek head the 
resources committee. Besides being de- 
voted the symphony, Beranek the 
ideal post-Brahmin leader: he’s 
academic professor MIT), 
technocrat (founder Bolt, Beranek, and 
Newman, which specializes engineer- 
ing and acoustic consulting, research, 
and development), opinionmaker 
former part-owner WCVB-TV), and 
not Yankee. 

After leading with his own gift 
million, Beranek whipped the campaign 
into high gear; eventually produced 
$20.5 million. The usual generous Yan- 
kee share was sweetened with money 
from many “new” sources: people like

poration; David Mugar WNEV-TV 
(whose father founded Star Markets); 
Julian Cohen, developer Chestnut Hill 
Mall; Sidney Stoneman, also General 
Cinema; and Irving Rabb Stop Shop. 
And they continued give: for 
example, Cohen contributed $861,000 
the BSO. Their Brahmin counterparts 
have been less liberal, course. But 
it’s clear that wealth from the traditional 
Boston stronghold banking and ven- 
ture capital, being joined en- 
trepreneurial genius retailing, enter- 
tainment, real estate, technology. “Of the 
“probably two-thirds had never been 
approached for major gift before. 
not sure was the chicken the egg, 
that more people have gotten involved 
with the Symphony since then because 
the drive, whether the fund drive 
was successful because the Symphony 
had been reaching more types 
people.” 

The Museum Fine Arts faced similar 
problems financing and overcoming 


decades exclusivity. Still, 
until 1978, announcement reminis- 
cent the BSO’s decade before, that 
MFA overseers were appointed “to 
enlarge the constituency and participa- 
tion the regional and national com- 
munity museum governance” without 
expanding the 25-member trustee board; 
these overseers would include “busi- 
nessmen, educators professionals 
around the United Not second 
too soon, either. “The museum was 
rather moribund place compared 
contemporary institutions,” says Frank 
Coolidge, partner with Ropes and Gray 
and member the Museum Council. 
“Rich people controlled it, the old guard. 
Just few families. was more 
teaching institution than entertain- 


-ment entity. There finally was new

The birth the board over- 
seers, like the BSO’s, had necessity for 
midwife: 1978 was the start $19.5 
million capital campaign finance the 
new West Wing. Like the BSO’s 1976 
campaign, the MFA drive got off 
slow start. Whether because the

But once the need for new money 
became apparent, the MFA proved good 
playing catch-up. The West Wing, 
which opened June 1981, featured 
three glittering nameplates honoring the 
campaign’s most generous subscribers, 
and though old families gave 
bountifully, Cabots Lowells were 


Instead, there was the Henry and 
Lois Foster Gallery, honoring the Jewish 
family that owns Charles River Breeding 
Laboratories; the Remis Auditorium, also 
named for Jewish family; and the 
Graham Gund Gallery, given 
architect transplanted from Cleveland, 
where his family made good banking.

Beyond prestige 


Picture the next generation arts 
patrons people with less money than 
the generation before them and more 
desire have direct influence the 
organizations they support, people less 
hungry for the social badge afforded 
patrons big old institutions and, like 
the many minorities yet unreached 
those institutions, still not sure 
welcome. The result could spell good 
fortune for the city’s small arts groups. 
“Patron now broader term,” says 
Deborah Weintraub, director com- 
munications for the Massachusetts Cul- 
tural Alliance, which serves cultural 
groups throughout the state. “It’s not just 
money anymore, but now it’s lending 
expertise. There are more young people 
boards now who are not necessarily 
wealthy, like young accountants and 
lawyers who lend in-kind support.” 
Toward that end, the Cultural 
smallest groups, like the Publick Theater, 
the Dance Collective, the Studebaker 
Mime Company, and the Boston Youth 
Theater, have banded together 
effort sniff out potential board mem- 
bers people who want participate 
the arts but don’t know how about 
it, who according Cultural Alliance 
trustee Elaine Koury “didn’t feel real 
comfortable with the MFA the BSO.” 
Koury, the artistic director the Boston 
Youth Theater, adds, “Most these little 
groups don’t have the problem snob- 
bery. Our friends just aren’t those people. 
Our boards are racially mixed anyway. 
For us, racial mixing letting the 
occasional Brahmin the board.”

Sunshine”). But career has suf- 
fered because his independence and 
his eclecticism. has toured only 
sporadically, has never scored two 
hits rapid succession, has shunned 
big-time promotional drives, and has 
often loaded least one side his solo 
albums with torpid, soundalike filler. 
Other rhythm-and-rock groups 
from the Wailers the Clash 
Revenge have capitalized 
and surpassed pioneering 
combinations reggae lopes, pop hooks, 
spare space-funk, and sly agitprop lyrics. 
American rock eventually 
acknowledged that Britishers had the 
inside track reggae through Jamaican 
immigrants and import albums; but like 
Bloodstone, Hot Chocolate, and other 
R&B/soul/disco/funk performers based 
England, Grant was roundly ignored. 
Now, however, his new Killer the 
Rampage has been picked CBS’s 
Portrait label. And its single, 
“Electric Avenue,” should finally lead 
him Easy Street the US. 

Now 34-year-old veteran, Grant 
emigrated England from his native 
Guyana just the Beatles were prepar- 
ing invade the States. 1966 
founded his groundbreaking band, the 
Equals, and two years later came 
with Top smash both sides the 
Atlantic: “Baby, Come Back.” the same 
period the Music,” Sly and 


the Family Stone group that mixed 
genders well races), was having 
more impact the course rock and 
roll, but the Equals and “Baby, Come 
Back” were quietly moving even further 
ahead the times. Grant, the major 
songwriter and lead guitarist, was 
Guyanese; lead singer Derv Gordon and 
rhythm guitarist Lincoln Gordon were 
Jamaican twins; bassist Pat Lloyd and 
drummer John Hall were Carnaby Street 
native Londoners. But wasn’t their line- 
much the Equals’ taste for 
nascent reggae, Caribbean calypso, rock- 
and-roll guitar riffing, and blatant pop- 
melody hooks that marked this band 
the direct ancestor ska 
revivalists the Specials and the 
Selector. The title hit and the other 
tracks the Equals’ debut, Baby, Come 
Back (RCA, 1968), made mildly 
aberrant pop-soul smorgasbord (leaning 
toward blues and teenage schmaltz 
ballads like “Leaving You Hard Do” 
and toward frank protest soul 
Back”). year later, Desmond 
Dekker’s clicked 
American hit parades with more precise 
reggae beat than the Equals offered. But 
remembered novelty. its perennial 
cover versions attest, “Baby, Come Back” 
retains its crossover punch this day. 
From 1968 the Equals racked 
seven more Top songs England 
(including the brazen, unconvincing, 
anthem “Black Skin Blue Eyed Boys”); 
still, they were unable maintain 
distribution contract America. Grant 
concluded that parochial major-label 
executives were blocking the band’s 
growth; but also responsible for crimping 
the Equals’ equality was his domineering 
personality. later records, like Une- 
qualed Equals (President, import), Derv 
vocals slide into lassitude, and 
Lloyd and Hall’s amorphous soul-reggae 
thumps render many 
changeable. songs betray tend- 
ency turn cute Dong,” 
You Hear That Melody”) pompous 
(“My Life Ain’t Easy,” “Hey Baby, It’s 


Time You Got Going”). Caught his. 


diverse and ambitious business projects 
(establishing private studios and inde- 
pendent-distribution systems Eng- 


land, Canada, Guyana, and Nigeria) and 
his budding career producer (for 
reggae veterans the Pioneers and for his 
brother Rudi, among others), Grant left 
the Equals limbo from ‘72 until their 
breakup, after many personnel changes, 
‘78. Although the sentiments 
numbers like “Rock ‘n’ Roll Star,” 
Mystic Syster (one the group’s last 
albums), were outdated, the slithering 
Afro-Caribbean synthesizer lines the 
title cut hinted progress 
toward earthy, tropical-cosmopolitan 
range rhythms that paralleled Sly 
Dunbar and Robbie Shakespeare’s dis- 
co/reggae/dub experiments Jamaica. 
eccentric impulses fused his 
second solo LP, Walking Sunshine 
(Epic, 1979). Its eponymous single was 
his first big success since “Baby, 
Come Back,” and the stunning, side-long 
medley ‘‘Walking 
the 
Symphony” 
beefed his bid become more than 
maverick countercapitalist and Third 
World dance-cult favorite. voice 
ranged from smoky tenor wispy 
alto, but before “Sunshine” strained 
for upper-register accents, and his lower 
tones plodded, particularly ballads. 
this breakthrough medley the singing 
vacillates among reggae chants, shim- 
mery dub whispers, and cocky rock 
rapping. Bass synthesizer, electronic- 
toned drums, guitars, and guitar-mim- 
icking Moog solos all Grant 
squirm over and under his skeletal 
melody lines. The spare instrumenta- 
tions are polyrhythmic without being 
multipercussive; the loose arrangements 
deploy arsenal keyboard hooks 
oily funk licks (bup-bup- 
bup-bup-ba-dah), militaristic reggae 
snaps “Living,” and slippery calypso 
cadenzas the instrumental “Sym- 
phony.” Not until Afrika Bambaataa’s 
“Planet Rock,” the Peech Boys’ 
Make Wait,” and “Keep 
On” dub, all 1982, would New 
dance underground assimilate 
lithe, flexible inventions. the mean- 
time, dropped out the forefront. 
Side two Walking Sunshine was 
tame rehash macho boogie and 
halfhearted skank ditties; follow- 


LP, the tepid Turn Love You 
(Epic, 1980), retreated even further; and 
the overlong, occasionally fervent double 
album Live Notting Hill (Ice) was 
never even released this country. 

Last year, after Revenge 
scored with their gauzy, delirious-dub 
version “Walking Sunshine,” Epic 
re-released original and his 
hardnosed pipe dream enjoyed second, 
albeit brief, ride the dance charts. 
was splendid reminder his vitality, 
and apt prelude Killer the 
Rampage. Like Come Back” and 
“Jamaican Child,” his strongest new 
numbers are enthusiastic groove diggers 
first, understated rhythm permutations 
second, and time-tested, hard-luck blues 
stompers third. And like “Mystic 
and “Walking Sunshine,” 
most tantalizing cuts Killer revolve 
around terse, gnomic (and slightly off- 
kilter), metaphoric catch phrases. When 
his modest wordplaylets work, his wit 
dry his sensuality lubricious. 
“War Party” rebuffs gung-ho military 
hype and romanticized armed-inter- 
vention schemes: invited all our 
wise men/Many times before/To dance 
around your fires/And even out your 
scores.... bastard just like 
Pharaoh/Now you sent ticket for 
me/And don’t have RSVP.” the 
oozing, likable “Drop Baby Drop,” 
seduction relies the venerable 
nourishment/nookie pitch: “Drop baby, 
drop baby, drop/Drop like 
Drop all your love me.” 
Still, one ludicrous verse this song 
heart does tango/With every little 
move you make/I love you like 
mango/Wish could make every 
day” exposes nagging care- 
lessness. Like many outright 
failures the past, “Latin Love Affair,” 
with its pedestrian, Granada- 
guitar plucking, egregiously corny 
attempt high-roller hepcat epigram: 
jolting glimpse the glib old pro 
Grant. 

But Killer the Rampage, like 
Smokey Robinson’s Warm Thoughts and 
Marvin Midnight Love, proves 
that veteran rhythm navigators can resist 
lapsing into arthritic boogie. Don’t 
Wanna Dance” and “Another Revol- 
utionary,” two the more savory 
melodies his career, Grant coaxes 
melancholy tang out his gruff timbres. 
manages pair optimistic high- 
steppers, “Electric Avenue” and “Funky 
Rock ‘n’ Roll,” that strengthen their 
nebulous social and musical prescrip- 
tions with tough, agile bass lines (jagged 
and slinky the first number, feverish 
and scrabbling the second) and 
common-sense cultural criticism (“Don’t 
let them tell you ‘bout nothing/Your 
thing’s thing/Forget your troubles 
dancing.... They don’t educate you 
living, together and loving/They manu- 
facture divorces/Of course it’s busi- 
Without doubt, Grant bone- 
deep pragmatist devoted the potent 
international populism underlying New 
York rap disco, British punk funk, 
Nigerian juju, Hispanic huevo, elec- 
trohedonism, rebel reggae, and down- 
home rock ‘n’ soul music. More than any 
his previous albums, Killer the 
Rampage spells out the range and detail 
his obsession with dancing world- 
wide panacea his expression 
political activism, sexual health, racial 
unity, and ethical introspection. 

Because lucidity meshes 
casually with his foolishness, his songs’ 
wisdom can turn insular and crotchety; 
but the swaggering audacity this 
record, its infectious vigor, demolishes 
pat explanations why he’s been 
obscure. What and deserves 
now not apologetic reassessment 
his past hits but immediate attention. 
There’s nothing stale, for instance, about 
his confrontations with terrorist tactics 
“Killer the Rampage” and “Another 
Revolutionary.” The first ram- 
bunctious rant about sex-crazed maniac 
closing lover; Grant may 
the horny madman himself, but 
swears, “Even comes show 
down/Gonna fight him tooth and 
love for you.” Men are such beasts, after 
all. “Another Revolutionary” explores 
conflicting responses toward 
violence another sphere: “Another 
revolutionary/God he’s fighting for 
righteously/But who his bullets 
and vest/Were ever made stand the 
test.” Heroes are such paradoxes, after 
all. Eddy Grant the rampage for 
years and following different drummer 
the entire time knows that well 
anyone.

Lou Reed takes off the blue mask

ast The Blue Mask was 
superb album because Lou Reed 


was control. was straight and 
stable, writing, singing, and playing well, 
and fronting supple and sympathetic 
band. Reed has shown this kind 
confidence only brief flashes through- 
out his interesting but often disappoint- 
ing career. When was still street- 
collegiate singer/songwriter with the 
Velvet Underground, his vision was 
permeated and complicated John 
Cale’s experimentalism and Andy War- 
hol’s scene making. Only after ejecting 
Cale, and thereby creating considerable 
tension among remaining members Ster- 
ling Morrison and Maureen Tucker, was 
Reed able lead poetic-guitars-bass- 
and-drums quartet format that 
remains his most satisfying. The Velvet 
Underground (Verve, 1969) was the only 
one the band’s four studio albums that 
dominated the way does The Blue 
Mask and the new Legendary Hearts 
(RCA). Even so, some the songs were 
sung Cale’s replacement, Doug Yule 
(Tucker: “Within year he’s become 
asshole”), who the time the studio 
Loaded (1970), was shoving 
nervous Reed out the spotlight. 
Quitting after the legendary 
Kansas City gig, Reed went into seclusion 
his parents’ house; year later 
began his notorious, self-destructively 
erratic solo career. From the tentative and 
stiff Lou Reed (1972), through the 
Bowieized, brilliant, glitter-metal trash 
Transformer (1972), the overwrought, 
underthought Berlin (1973), Reed relied 
British art-rock and cabaret singing 
style that played his wit and sold out 
his sincerity. Redefining heavy metal and 
himself having each triumph over the

other, Rock ‘n’ Roll Animal (1974) threw 
wall guitars between performer 
and audience. The flaccid Sally 
Dance (1974) was the popular peak 
Reed’s self-parody and the outrageously 
Metal Ma- 
chine Music (1975) negated the various 
management, production, and audience 
demands for spectacle. survived, 
perversely, turning his guts inside out 
protect his skin. Like John Lennon 
after the Beatles, Reed staked everything 
outrageous public drama the belief 
that was always genius first. 

New Night, 1976, the 
Saint Mark’s Poetry Contest All Nighter, 
Reed showed with guitar and sang 
“Coney Island Baby.” Literate, moving, 
disarming, marked completely unex- 
pected return form. With novice 
producer Godfrey Diamond, recorded 
Coney Island Baby playing guitar front 
simple rhythm section that was 
slick echo the Velvet Underground 
and forerunner his current group. 
During his subsequent years Arista 
Records grew adventurous musically, 
but also sacrificed the warm, embrac- 
ing rock and roll Coney Island Baby 
the jazzy inclinations his sidemen, 
his muddled obsession with recording 
technology, and increasingly af- 
fected vocal style, part gay put-on and 
part discomfort with the rhythms 
studio musicianship. Rock and Roll Heart 
(1976) was lazy and amateurish, whereas 
The Bells (1979) was over his head 
funk, free-jazz, repetition experiments. 
Street Hassle (1978) was his mangled 
great album for Arista, combining title 
masterpiece with lesser live/studio as- 
semblages into definitively noisy edge.

alcohol. His ideal clear, questioning 
mind and tough body. even spurns 
sex and religion, the former for boggling 
the brain, the latter for washing it. 
Although deny it, MacKaye has 
become evangelist for the clean punk 
life. Not everyone takes kindly his 
opinions face it, sex, drugs, and 
drink are often regarded major part 
rock and roll, even among punks. 
(There’s now no-edge faction can 
twin-edge far behind?) Nonetheless, 
many have adopted MacKaye’s outlook, 
especially the East Coast. Not getting 
high now cool. Amazingly, not 
getting laid. Nancy Reagan should 
efficient combatting promiscuity. 

The first EP, Minor Threat (1981), 
outlines the MacKaye philosophy: 
Violence,” Edge,” and 
their anthem “Minor Threat.” The group 
was then four-piece, and played 
textbook hardcore galloping tempos, 
raging guitar, minute-long songs, cor- 
rosive lyrics, and temper-tantrum sing- 
ing. Only the Bad Brains and Black Flag 
matched Minor hammerlock. 
The follow-up year later, Eyes, 
just angry but more controlled. The 
music ducks, feints, jabs, and lands 
several shots the head. the title cut, 
MacKaye’s tone alternates line line 
between reason and rage, and the band 
sticks with him shifting from cruise 
crush. love the title kicker. 
nice voice: tell that 
make difference.”

Unfortunately, this 
set confirms why Wilson's Greatest Hits was the 
most selection his recordings: often his 
material Woman, Lover, drowns string sections, 
more than the cuts are far more than pre-Motown period pieces.

both the mainstream and the avant- 
garde. But Big Tango spotlights the 
beneficial articulation even this nonconformist 
derives from joining with older and wiser 
rhythm team. The drill-press rolls, syncopations, 
and crossrhythms the great drummer Elvin 
Jones coupled with the forward-marching solos 
and sinuous grand-beats bassist Dave Holland 
help make this the most coherent far the 
six recording sessions Wallace has led. Each Big 
predecessors was riddled with rhythmic 
incongruities endemic Wallace’s crazy-quilt 
approach improvisation. His angular, sharp- 
edged intervals bespeak fondness for Sonny 
Rollins and Eric Dolphy, even his pendulous 
vibrato and blustering method mowing down 
chords say Coleman Hawkins and the early, 
uptempo Ben Webster (though Wallace lacks the 
hearty appetite for swing the romantic savoir 
faire that established Hawkins and Webster 
tenor patriarchs). But the saxophonist Wallace 
most recalls Archie Shepp: the 
similarities become uncanny when Wallace 
initiates ascending phrase with blunted low 
note the cusp beat (in Big playful, 
rakish “My Heart Belongs Daddy,” for instance) 
when pulls long descending phrase 
short with tidy, self-contained screech (in the 
swampy blues “Monroe County Moon”). Still, 
Wallace conveys none Shepp’s pulverizing, on- 
the-beat rage indeed, this the theme 
statement and first improvised chorus “Big Jim 
Does the Tango for You” float with Paul 
Desmondesque serenity. This quite array 
references for one man have ready drop 
inspiration strikes. Although bassist Eddie Gomez 
and drummer Dannie Richmond the rhythm 
team all but one Wallace’s earlier records 
successfully anticipated the crisscross shifts 
emphasis logic, they always 
shifts from seeming random and 
needlessly abrupt. 

such problem hampers Big Jim. Holland 
fleet and supple bassist Gomez, but his slides 
cut deeper into the drums, that he’s more 
effective foil. Jones hasn’t exercised this much 
purposeful might years. plunging into the 
measured yet open-ended rhythms Jones and 
Holland lay down, Wallace discovers rhythmic 
elasticity that gives his solos clear shape even 
they envelop his many disparate influences. 
There’s resounding snap his puckered notes 
“Green and Yellow,” stutter calypso he’s 
recorded before, though hardly such happy 
end. Similarly, “The Free rapid 
succession figures following 
ominous out-of-tempo intro here attacked 
with such good-natured ferocity make 
earlier version (with Gomez, Richmond, and 
pianist Tommy Flanagan) seem pallid and ten- 
tative comparison. With Big Tango 
Wallace belatedly resolves his sources, though 
remains idiosyncratic improviser that 
likely become not pacesetter but another 
the square pegs (like Pee Wee Russell, ‘Art Pepper, 
and Errol Garner) jazz cults point with perverse 
pride.

Doug and the Slugs 
MUSIC FOR THE HARD THINKING 
(RCA) 


Vancouver with “Too Bad,” three-minute 

novelty fusing ska rhythm, doo-wop back- 
ing vocals, and dumb-but-infectious lyrics about 
the comeuppance two-timing woman. This 
homegrown single sold well that RCA Canada 
bought the master and- inked these six crazed 
Canucks long-term contract. Although they 
have concocted songs “Oh, Pretty Man” and “Hit 
with Your Wet Spot,” it’s not 
novelty that explains why their debut, Cognac 
and Bologna (1981), sold 50,000 copies five 
weeks. Slugmusic incorporates R&B, reggae, soul, 
guitar-hero and Top pop; lead singer Doug 
smoky trill, anchored the Slugs’ 
cliché-free eclectics, frolics nonstop through this 
American radio judged Wrap It! (1982) idiosyn- 
cratic and aloof and didn’t play it. the prescient 
(and defensive) Bennett wrote the album’s liner 
notes, “Program directors want tomorrow’s music 
sound like yesterday’s they can play 
today.” 

For Doug and the Slugs’ latest effort, Music for 
the Hard Thinking, RCA enlisted hitmaking 
producers Ritchie Cordell and Glen Kolotkin (Joan 
Jett, Ramones, who give the band 
bigger bass-beat and wider programming 
dynamics (but temper the giddy grabbag ap- 
proach). And, for the first time, the Slugs record

covers, the Human “Nobody But Me” 
and pop filler written RCA’s songwriting 
stable called “Who Knows How Make Love 
Stay.” Although still cutups, the Slugs 
longer play three kinds music one song (as 
they did “Real Enough,” for instance). Instead, 
the simple, congruous arrangements allow Bennet 
belt and warble like waggish Boz Scaggs. 
“Cover Love” feverish ska number 
replete with John Wally tropical per- 
cussion, Simon Kendall’s campy baritone backing 
vocal, and love-torn recriminations: 
“Simply put your passion play/Was exercise 
slime/Twisted sisters rule 
mind/Talk talk me/Stop pretending that 
fine.” Bennett and Kendall square off the 
sendup “She’s Looking Me”; coveting 
attention, the Mutt-and-Jeff duo zing each 
physique over riling synthesizer lines. 
Recently, Doug and the Slugs played before 150 
diehards the Paradise not bad turnout 
considering RCA was engrossed the Hall 
Oates tour. Undaunted, the Slugs kicked into gear 
pure/I said baby/I got herpes cured”); Doug 
pranced between tables during “Chinatown 
Calculation,” implored seated fan sing verse 
with him, scampered back onstage for “Forget 
About Me,” “Wrong Kind Right,” and “Frank- 
ie,” three quirky crowd pleasers from Wrap 
For their two encores the Slugs juxtaposed their 
new “Take Leave It” with the Capitols’ “Cool 
Jerk,” and their Looking Me” with Lloyd 
But they closed with “Partly 
from Pressure,” sober anthem musical 
independence that capped evening rock- 
and-roll burlesquing. The Paradise performance 
makes easy see why Music for the Hard 
Thinking has already gone gold Canada: why 
has America been sluggish?

Dumb name aside, 
Echo the Bunnymen have far outstripped their 
Liverpudlian peers, their furious guitars cutting 
through the naiveté Wah! and the acid-pop 
weeping Teardrop. Echo the Bunnymen’s 
Crocodiles (1980) was thoughtful, determined 
debut; songs like “Going Up” and “Pride” 
surveyed guitar trails untouched since the days 
Television. Although the record was too derivative 
(with guitarist Will Sergeant blatantly leaning 
Tom Verlaine’s solo structures, and singer 
McCulloch’s vocals spelling out Jim Morrison 
neon letters), the Bunnymen’s breakneck ex- 
uberance carried the day. And was the 
very unevenness that made the second LP, 
Heaven Here, seamless surprise. less than 
year, the Bunnymen had gone from band that 
wore its influences its sleeve (if not tattooed 
its skin) confident unit control. The 
opening transition from the epic “Show 
Strength” the hopping “With Hip” was 
dramatic example synchronized moods. 
Crocodiles, the Bunnymen sounded confined; 
their guitar and vocal blurts ached stretch out. 
Heaven Here, producer Hugh Jones turned 
straitjacket into open track, giving McCulloch 


and Sergeant free rein (as, for example, when the 


hole-punching drum machine “Over The Wall” 
switched into McCulloch’s explosive shout). 

The new Porcupine takes the 
expansive approach even further. guitar 
chords are layered thickly producer Ian Brody, 
that the exhausting “Clay” 
nightmare, its repeated chords hammering relent- 
lessly, rebounding off each other with harsh 
ring. The album makes numerous attempts such 
lofty climaxes, the best being Will Roll,” 
one’s calling” shatters against Pete 
vicious drum attack. The sentiments 
songs are weak, attempt turn 
back the optimism Heaven Here (hence this 
original title, Higher Hell). “Clay,” 
McCullough asks us, nice when your heart 
made out ice” real doomy stuff. the title 
track, plunges face first into funeral whine 
devoid warmth hope (Brodie’s production 
gets slack enough let McCullough run right off 
this frozen cliff).

How 
much does matter that the group open and 
diverse? their early years, the Symphony and 
Museum were dramatically influenced their 
boards; for the last two decades, however, these 
institutions and virtually all large arts groups have 
depended the services disinterested pro- 
fessional management. Not that trustees don’t 
count they donate time, money, and devotion, 
and they steer the considerable fund-raising and 
volunteer efforts; but their tastes are now less 
likely played out the operations they 
oversee.

Kavanaugh had stroke gen- 
ius strapped his feet two 
stools, giving himself height and 
making his movements clunky 
and halting. He’s shackled 
Shakespearean ham, and when 
bows Prospero and the 
drunken Stephano, must sink 
his knees the stools and 
then topple over, elaborate 
(and probably painful) ceremony. 
Prospero clearly doesn’t know 
what with this monster, this 
witch’s spawn who represents 
everything base and basic 
nature, unsullied civiliza- 
tion (which has taught him, 
points out, only curse). Caliban 
neither villain nor Quasimo- 
dian hero; he’s powerful force 
badly misused. And the low- 
comedy scenes with Caliban and 
the two stooges, Trinculo and 
Stephano (Peter Gerety and Rich- 
ard Jenkins), are the 
most glorious, steeped they are 
Kavanaugh’s melancholy and 
abetted the brilliant Abbott- 
and-Costello inflections 
Jenkins and Gerety. 

The court scenes, usual, are 
the dull side, and stiffly acted. 
Hall stages them gravely, sort 
Julius Caesar miniature, with 
Prospero’s brother, Antonio 
(Keith Jochim), working over- 
throw Alonso (James Carruthers) 
with the help brother, 
Sebastian (Ed Hall). Hall’s sad, 
understated 
different, from

But after intermission, the top 
blows off the blender, and ex- 
traneous hilarity splatters all over 
the Naughahyde stools. This 
Durangian amalgam Kojak 
and Joan Sutherland should have 
been, like its lonesco prototype, 
one-acter; why 
always insist being bigger 
than their parents? darkly 
funny sketch that seems almost 
willfully inclined become 
full-length play, Baby with the 
Bathwater grows fits and starts 
through flurry only vaguely 
connected scenes which baby 
limps toward adolescence and 
then adulthood.

Daisy), where, play’s end, 
find him shooing the low- 
flying owls that are the principal 
product his pickled imagina- 
tion. Karen MacDonald win- 
somely certifiable variety 
roles. And Marianne Owen, 
both the devil-may-care dictator 
nanny and almost crimi- 
nally daffy school administrator, 
once merrier than Old King 
Cole and more chilling than 
Nurse Ratched. 

Durang has, his own ad- 
mission, spent the early years 
his eternally promising career 
working through old traumas 
and settling old scores: with the 
folks, the Church, New Jersey.

sketches devoted “The Miracle 
Birth.” the first, John Cleese 
obstetrician who presides 
over horrifyingly technological 
hospital birth. the second, 
shift the grimy slums 
Yorkshire for what probably 
the funniest routine 
irresistibly blasphemous mu- 
sical number which shabby 
workingman (Michael Palin) ex- 
plains his 200 shabby kids why 
use prophylactics. Eyes 
wide with Catholic reverence, 
sings, 
sacred/Every sperm great/If 
sperm wasted/God gets quite 
irate.” Whereupon chorus 
children, washerwomen, and 
nuns black stockings take 
the cue. 

There are other choice bits: the 
schoolroom send-up with Cleese 
stuffy headmaster who 
lectures his students the art 
foreplay; “The Penis Song,” 
which that dirty-minded cherub 
Eric Idle, decked out out- 
rageously gay nightclub sing- 
er, runs through encyclopedia 
sexual slang.

Placing their cheeky 
philosophical musings front and 
center, the Pythons have aban- 
doned the anything-goes absur- 
dity the comedy re- 
deeming social value that 
made their earlier work 
memorable.

know your license- 
plate number, don’t you? 

you don’t, well, 
better out your car and 
check your plate, because, under 
new state program, your 
number has taken added 
significance. longer mere- 
the ticket number you recite 
each morning your neighbor- 
hood Massachusetts Numbers 
Game agent. 

Under the state’s new Inspec- 
tion Maintenance Program, 
which requires you have your 
car inspected once year, the last 
number your license plate 
determines which month your 
car due for inspection. For 
instance, your license plate 
ends four, April your 
five, your auto’s checkup 
May. And on. your license 
plate ends letter, you should 
the last number the 
plate. you have plate with all 
letters, your car must in- 
spected November. And you 
plate ends one, two, three, 
you get reprieve until the first 
three months 1984. 

that were the only change 
the Inspection Maintenance Pro- 
gram had wrought, few people 
would upset. After all, the old 
inspection regulations required 
you get your car inspected 
twice year, and during 
two six-week periods that in- 
variably caused long, frustrating 
lines inspection stations. Any 
program that cut the number 
required inspections half 
would seem likely get 
approving nod from the public. 
And that same program in- 
system that unclogged 
the inspection traffic 
divvying the cars into 
inspection periods (state, county, 
and municipal vehicles are in- 
spected December), cer- 
tainly think would evoke 
broad smile from the driving 
public. But changing the time and 
frequency inspections isn’t all 
that the program does. Which 
might explain all the frowns. 

Emissions. 

That’s what got people dread- 
ing the new Inspection Mainten- 
ance Program. Begun April 
auto inspection now means not 
only the traditional safety check 
systems like brakes and lights, 
but computerized analysis 
your vehicle’s tailpipe-emissions 
level. Specifically, inspectors will 
insert probe into your vehicle’s 
tail pipe and check the levels 
carbon monoxide and hydrocar- 
bons being emitted. The com- 
puter, ‘not the inspector, will 
decide whether your car passes 
fails. 

Now, don’t blow your top 
your car years old. Even the 
state isn’t foolish enough 
expect perform like ‘83. 
The older your car, the greater 
the amounts carbon monoxide 
and hydrocarbons allowed. For 
instance, though car manufac- 
tured since 1981 can emit more 
than 1.5 percent carbon mon- 
oxide and 250 parts per million 
hydrocarbons, 1980 can dis- 
charge 3.5 percent and 400 parts 
per million. Cars built from 1975 
through 1979 will allowed five 
percent and 600 parts per million; 
those from 1970 through 1974, 
eight percent and 1000 parts per 
million; and pre-1970 models, 
nine percent and 1200 parts per 
million. And you happen 
own car manufactured before 


1967, really luck: your 


either registered weight 
least 10,000 pounds top 
speed miles per hour, 
those with diesel engines. And 
your auto just can’t seem meet 
the standards set down the 
state, you can apply for and 
probably will issued 
certificate waiver. 

But it’s unlikely that many auto 
owners will forced that 
route. The Registry Motor 
Vehicles says that about per- 
cent the vehicles tested the 
states that already have 
emission-inspection program 
pass the first time through. 
New York, where state registry 
promoted the new regulation 
urging car owners tune 
their cars before taking them 
for inspection, nearly percent 
the vehicles passed. And 
further, the Registry says, ex- 
perience other states with 
emission-inspection programs 
has shown that most the cars 
that fail the initial test require 
only minimal repairs such 
carburetor adjustments, air-filter 
replacement, dwell/timing ad- 
justment, spark-plug replace- 
ment pass the second time. 

Actually, there are quite few 
ways your car can fail the emis- 
sions test; the readings the auto 
inspector gets from his com- 
puterized check provide 


some indication what wrong. 


your car emitting high levels 
carbon monoxide, here are 
some things the Registry suggests 
you look for (and what 
about them): 

ture (adjust the idle mixture 
according 
specifications); 

choke (have adjusted); 

dirty air filter (clean 
replace it); 

improperly operating 
housing 
(repair necessary); 

clogged sticking PCV 
valve; 

poorly functioning heat 
riser (lubricate replace it). 

high hydrocarbon emission 
your problem, here are 
some ideas: 

check your ignition system 

plugs, points, condenser, 
plug wires, etc. 


and replace parts 
necessary; 
adjust dwell/timing 


specifications; 

replace air pump control 
valve necessary;

There another way getting 
the Registry let you slide. 
mentioned earlier, motorist 
whose car fails the emission 
retest can apply for Certificate 
Waiver. not that simple, 
though. waiver will only 
granted the car owner has had 
tune-up-related repairs com- 
pleted, the emissions 
control present and operating, 
and the cost additional 
repairs will $100 more 
market value, whichever less. 

might seem, from all this, 
that. there will lot 
sidestepping emissions inspec- 
tion going on, and that the 
stated goal re- 
duce the levels carbon mon- 
oxide and hydrocarbons the air 


Massachusetts might thus 
thwarted. But then again, the 
state probably will still get what 
wants out the program. The 
federal government, you see, 
wants states implement emis- 
sions controls, and doing just 
that, Massachusetts 
itself for hefty portion once 
feds begin handing out 
money for highway repair and 
such. 

Still, the Inspection Mainten- 
ance Program might prove 
pain the neck after all. All 
things being equal, bringing your 
car for inspection once year 
during month which only 
those other cars designated 
may inspected certainly 
easier than trying have 
inspected during the same two 
periods the year when every- 
one else bringing his in. But 
things are far from equal. This 
past year, before emissions test- 
ing was implemented, there were 
approximately 4300 gas stations 
and garages doing auto-safety 
inspections. This year, fewer than 
1400 applied for licenses. And 

order emissions test- 
ing, you see, garage must 
purchase two machines, 
combined cost nearly $10,000. 
And it'll take long time for the 
garage owner make back that 
kind money $7.50 pop (the 
other $2.50 the $10 inspection 
fee goes the Registry). 
more, the Registry requires gar- 
ages keep two bays 
open for least four hours day 
for inspection. “That just doesn’t 
pay off,” says Mike Dennis, 
general manager Automotive 
Service and Machine Shop, 
long-time inspection station 
Brighton Avenue Allston. 
Registry says you can three 
these inspections hour, which 
think wrong, because you 
just rush some guy in, check 
his emissions, and say, ‘Sorry, 
you failed. See you 
got take some time tell the 
guy why failed. think two 
hour more like it.

Protecting your car against theft

Ithough

visit, most 
want keep car here. For good 
reason, Boston and car theft have 
become synonymous the 
minds the city’s citizens and 
visitors. The stories are endless 
and sound much the same: Ted 
Dumbauld, MIT student from 
Ohio, had his 1981 Corvette 
stolen. was recovered several 
weeks later deserted street 
Jamaica Plain, stripped 
unrecognizable skeleton. col- 
lected his insurance money and 
bought another Corvette, this 
one with professionally in- 
stalled alarm system. spite 
the alarm, the second car was 
tampered with several more 
occasions (twice the glass win- 
dows his T-roof 
valued roughly $1000 per pair, 
were stolen). October 1982 
the car was vandalized for the 
last time; Dumbauld had the 
good sense get out Boston; 
stored the car friend’s 
house, quiet street Fram- 
ingham, for the remaining five 
months his Boston hitch. 

The theft this car 
was only one the 50,179 auto 
thefts reported Massachusetts 
1982. The state earned the 


dubious distinction having the 
highest rate auto theft the 
nation 1981, and that, along 
with perennially high car-theft 
statistics, ensures the Bay State 
the distinction, along with New 
York and New Jersey, being 
one the nation’s car-theft 
capitals. 

Insurance companies and state 
police agree that the expensive 
and popular models the 
only ones stolen. According 
surace, Brighton, kinds” 
disappear. “There’s rhyme 
reason,” says. 

But car thieves picky 
about which cars steal, they are 
discriminating choosing which 
cars steal from. BMWs and 
similar cars equipped with ex- 
pensive stereo 
Blaupunkt (list prices range from 
$290 $1390), for example, 
are the most popular targets for 
thieves. Analyses car stereo 
rip-offs show there are basically 
three kinds thieves: the pro- 
fessional, who uses specially 
designed instrument 
through the lock, resulting 
little noise damage; the semi- 
professional, who breaks back 
window that can work 
dismantling the stereo console 


without being, as.one victim put 
it, “up his ass glass”; and the 
total amateur, who, often 
injury himself, smashes the 
front window and tries rip out 
the console while sitting pile 
shards. 

Stereo systems the only 
item stolen. Stolen auto parts, 
especially parts that bear 
serial numbers (like the Corvet- 
te’s T-top), are big business. 
the MIT student had his 
tops stolen the second time, 
was referred auto-parts 
dealer who offered “used” parts 
much-lower-than-list rate. 
“When went the place,” says 
the student, noticed that T-tops 
were practically all the guy sold. 
Which strange considering that 
they have re- 
placed that often. There were 
load them probably includ- 
ing mine.” 

The profitability auto theft 
depends those friendly neigh- 
borhood merchants who sell 
stolen car parts 
and the “chop shops” the 
garages that regularly reduce 
stolen cars into piles salable 
parts less than hour, and 
then resell the parts. According 
report World, the 
journal tne Automobile As- 


sociation America, “Even some 
otherwise honest repairmen and 
mechanics deal with chop shops, 
because they. can provide out-of- 
stock parts discount prices.” 
light this, the low rate 
discovery stolen cars not 
surprising. The likelihood re- 
covering stolen car further 
because police squads 
assigned auto-theft investiga- 
tion are grossly understaffed. For 
example, Herbert Burr the 
Massachusetts Registry Motor 
Vehicles estimates that the Bos- 
ton Police Auto Squad has only 
“about six people.”

Another 
simple precaution car owners can 
take protect their cars roll 
their car windows completely. 
AAA reports that most car thefts 
occur July and August, when 
people are most likely “crack” 
the windows their parked cars 
keep the cars cooler. also 
advisable, according AAA, for 
car owners sure get clear 
title.” there any question 
ownership, your car might 
considered hot merchandise, and 
your insurance claim will not 
honored the car ever stolen. 
Too often this 
paperwork overlooked. 

AAA and the Registry both 
recommend that car owners not 
leave packages the front 
back seat their cars, where they 
are easily seen and thus could 
entice thief, and that people 
park their cars well-lighted 
areas garages. (This not 
say car thieves and vandals don’t

parking lots and garages. They 
do. But though commercial gar- 
ages have their drawbacks 
lone security guard making infre- 
quent rounds unlikely see 
hear break-in and the facilities 
are never liable for damage done 
premises car bit safer 
parked attended garage 
than left unguarded the 
street.) 

addition the common 
sense deterrents, there are several 
anti-theft alarms and locks the 
market. They range complexity 
from simple steering-wheel locks 
small computer systems, and 
price from $15 $500. 
simple alarm effective, says 
Danny Erickson Hub Auto, 
Boston, but professionals thieves 
have little trouble dismantling 
them. The addition hood lock 
can prevent this, most alarm 
mechanisms 
under the hood. The most com- 
mercially popular anti-theft sys- 
tems the market today com- 
bine both. These systems, the 
best-known being Chapman and 
Medeco, begin with good lock 
for the hood and ignition. You 
can add siren alarm and motion 
detector. Chapman’s complete 
system runs about $150, installed. 
Athough the Chapman the 
system most insurance com- 
panies recommend, Erickson 
feels that the Medeco system 
not only costs about 
$30 less than the Chapman, but 
also has more reliable retainer 
ring around the ignition cables 
prevent hot-wiring. Erickson says 
the Chapman retainer ring 
“kind flimsy.” the systems 
this price range, salesmen 
Ellis Inc., Brighton, say Maxi 
Guard superior design, 
construction, and reliability. 

For people who don’t want 
shell out that much money for 
lock and alarm system, there are 
much simpler, and much less 
expensive, devices. basic steer- 
ing-wheel lock, such “The 
Cop,” connects the 
wheel and the brake pedal with 
S-shaped bar, preventing the 
operation either. “car 


fits around the base the 
steering wheel, covering the igni- 
tion entirely and thus making 
impossible remove the ignition 
and hot-wire the car. 
switch, usually hidden under the 
dash, knocks out electrical 
system, making impossible 
start the car. These devices range 
price from $15 $30. Erickson 
feels that they are probably 
some value deterrents, but 
adds that, the case with siren 
alarms, most experienced car 
thieves can dismantle the simple 
systems quickly. 

One the most expensive 
systems the market the 
Ungo Box, which costs about 
$500 installed (it must 
stalled professional). The 
Ungo Box small computer 
that functions much like home- 
burglar-alarm system. After 
opening the door, you have 
seconds turn off the system 
before the alarm sounds. The 
Ungo Box also features motion 
detector that can adjusted 
prevent the siren from going off 
wind storm busy parking 
lot, combination lock, and 
shock sensor detect broken 
windows. 

Most all anti-theft systems 
devices qualify the car owner for 
discounts

Reductions range from five 
percent off the cost com- 
prehensive premiums, which in- 
sure against theft, fire, van- 
dalism, and broken glass. The 
discount determined the 
effectiveness the ‘anti-theft 
device; Chapman, Maxi Guard, 
and Medeco, for example, merit 
percent price cut. Some the 
less effective systems qualify for 
only five percent reduc- 
tions. 

Although these discounts have 
been place for six years, many 
consumers are still unaware that 
they exist. The Massachusetts 
AAA currently supporting 
bill, filed jointly AAA and 
Senator Francis Doris (D- 
Revere), that would 
Board Anti-Theft Standards for 
automobiles and provide for 
publication list anti-theft 
locks, alarms, and devices for the 
benefit the motoring public.” 
testimony before the Joint 
Legislative Committee 
surance, Richard Hoover, the 
Massachusetts legislative 
agent, explained February, 
“The information would com- 
piled the Board and issued 
printed form made avail- 
able car owners. The list would 
not constitute endorsement, but 
would for guidance. The list 
would identify which devices 
and systems have the greatest 
anti-theft deterrent value and 
which are most cost-effective, 
the opinion the Board.” 

Hoover went emphasize 
the need for furnishing car own- 
ers with sound advice anti- 
theft systems: “The Massachu- 
setts auto theft rate still one 
stolen January 1983. 
Certainly, many ... motorists 
will take the necessary steps 
make their cars more secure 
against theft once the infroma- 
tion made available them.” 

Perhaps they will. But even 
the bill passed, the rate auto 
theft Massachusetts may not 
drop much hoped. There 
some speculation that the 
statistics not accurately show 
the incidence actual auto 
thefts. Phil Glantz Robert 
Rosen Insurance, Boston, esti- 
mates that two every five car- 
theft claims are phony. added, 
however, that “this from 
Boston agency’s point view, 
may too cynical.” 

Even Glantz the mark, 
still means that there 
average least 30,000 actual 
car thefts annually. And though 
anti-theft system totally 
foolproof, car locks and alarms 
and little common sense may 
help keep your car from 
winding the chopping 
block.

power assembly, made the 


parts that generate the power that 
makes the machine go; and the 
running assembly, the system 
that conveys that power from the 
engine the wheels, and con- 
trols that power. something 
wrong with either system, the 
bike function properly. 
After winter storage, the 
power system will require more 
attention, the system that 
both more sensitive the cold 
winter and more likely 
become fouled sitting for 
long periods. 

the power system, 
most important and, for the 
careless cyclist, most costly 
the battery. left your 
battery the bike over the 
winter, and the bike has been 
stored unheated garage, 
odds are that the battery dead; 
left uncharged, cycle batteries last 
only three months so. Thus, 
the battery hasn’t frozen and 


cracked (in which case it’s clearly, 


time buy new one), will 
need fully charged before 
the bike will work well. Don’t try 
jump-starting your motorcycle. 
Although you can start car with 
dead battery this way and run 
the motor charge the battery, 
the same not true with 
motorcycle. Workman ex- 
plains, car the alternator (or, 
depending the car, the 
generator), which runs whenever 
the flywheel spinning and 
doesn’t depend the battery, 
supplies the power for the spark 
plugs. With motorcycles, the 
other hand, the battery provides 
the “necessary voltage that the 
ignition coil steps bridge the 
spark-plug gap.” Thus, your 
battery dead, the plugs 
get the power they need. Trying 
jump bike with dead 
battery exercise that will end 
with you trundling your machine 
back whatever hill 
coasted down. (And, should 
First Law Motion that 
motorcycle always heavier 
when being pushed uphill.)

the small plastic caps top 
the battery. Also before you start 
charging, check the water level 
the battery should 
between the minimum and max- 
imum levels marked the side. 
Finally, when putting the battery 
back the machine, make sure 
you replace the little plastic 
“battery breather” tube. This 
tube, which runs down near 
the front the rear wheel, allows 
excess gas and acid escape 
without hitting the bike. you 
forget replace it, your frame 
and paint job could suffer. (After 
handling the battery and tube, 
Workman cautions, sure 
wash your hands rather than 
wipe them your jeans, since 
what working with 
diluted sulfuric acid. and 
boy, your best blue jeans will 
south quick,” says. acid 
just loves cotton. Get your 
jeans, and fall 

Because gasoline tends de- 
grade after sitting for long time, 
you should drain the tank any 
fuel left over the 
winter. There are two ways 
this. The best way, probably, 
take the tank right off the bike 
and rinse out with some fresh 
gas. This will ensure that any rust 
and condensation that has ac- 
cumulated the tank over the 
winter will taken care of. 
Removing the tank simpler 
operation than seems: means 
disconnecting the fuel tubes from 
the carburetors and unscrewing 
few bolts. The location the 
bolts varies; the bike’s manual 
will show which ones release the 
tank, and lost your 
manual, little snooping and 
poking should reveal which 
undo. Once you have the tank 
off, pour half gallon 
fresh gas into and sluice 
around, you were panning 
for gold. Repeat this procedure 
couple times (tilt the tank 
upside-down occasionally), emp- 
the new gas, and replace the 
tank. 

you just can’t see yourself 
removing the tank, you can get 
similar results draining the old 
gas and replacing with new. 
Workman explains, the tank can 
best drained loosening the 
tubes that lead the carburetors. 


But because the carburetors likely 
also contain some gas, they will 
need attention well. 

nothing more than clever col- 
lection Workman says, 
adding that gas, “if left long 
enough, small enough area, 
will turn into something very 
close varnish. And you pour 
varnish into clever collection 
holes and let harden, obviously 
it’s not going work.” 

Thus you should drain the gas 
the carburetors well. You 
can this loosening the 
screws the bottom the float 
bowls. Those screws are near the 
bottom the carbs. (Your man- 
ual will show you how all 
this.) 

Keogh notes that oil, sits 
long enough, loses the properties 
that make valuable lubri- 
cant. it’s good idea change 
the oil before starting new 
riding. 
simple operation can ac- 
complished unscrewing the 
oil-pan plug, which the 
middle the underside the 
engine. need good-sized 
end wrench socket set with 
either long-handled ratchet 
lever breaker bar, since the 
plug invariably rusted heat- 
locked in. word warning: 
use end wrench socket, 
not 
Sockets and end wrenches fit the 
bolt size exactly, and thus won't 
slip. Adjustable wrenches, the 
other hand, give looser 
purchase and thus tend slip 
the bolt, rounding the edges. Five 
minutes pushing and tugging 
and slipping with 
wrench, and your oil-plug top 
will lose its angles and become 
impossible grip with any 
wrench.) sure work with 
pan nearby, for the oil will pour 
from the bike soon the nut 
removed. After let the oil 
drain (“And don’t dump the 
sewer,” Workman admonishes), 
reinsert the plug, tighten 
least turn beyond snug, and 
refill the oil pan. The type and 
amount oil often are marked 
the oil-filler cap, which usual- 
has small attached dipstick 
let you check the level. careful 
not overfill the engine with oil, 
for just too little oil bad for 
engine, too can excess 
oil make run ragged. 

And once you start the bike, 


Workman warns, don’t run 
too high speed right off. During 
the long months when the bike 
has just sat there, the oil has 
dripped away from the various 
lubrication passages, you need 
give the engine time spread 
oil around before running 
high revs. 

It’s good idea check your 
air filter make sure it’s clean. 
The air filters are located beneath 
the triangular body pieces near 
the rear the carbs. Remove the 
body pieces, take out the filter, 
and examine the pieces foam 
used filter the air. 
dirty, wash them with soap and 
water, rinse them thoroughly, 
and let them dry before you 
reinstall them. 

With your battery charged, 
your old gas and oil drained, and 
your filter cleaned, taken 
care the potential major prob- 
lems with the power system. 
Although it’s not bad idea 
replace your plugs with new 
ones, that step optional; the 
plugs look worn (the signs 
look for are pitting, uneven wear, 
and discoloration either inside 
firing surface), worth the 
investment put new set. (If 
the plugs appear decent 
shape but are carboned up, you 
can clean them with steel wool 
wire wheel. But then 
need regapped, unless 
you have spark-plug gapper 
handy, you might better off 
simply putting new plugs.) 
When replacing the plugs, make 
sure their caps are fitted tightly 
over the ends. 

These tune-up fundamentals 
taken care of, it’s time turn 
the running assembly. Here the 
work usually much simpler. 
Start with the chain. 
winter will dry the lubricant 
and give rust time tighten the 
links up, and running the bike 
with tight, rusty, unlubed chain 
causes unnecessary wear both 
chain and sprocket. the chain 
should properly lubed and 
adjusted each spring. Put tne bike 
its center stand that the 
back wheel can spin freely, then 
spray the chain with chain lube 
while rotating the wheel slowly 
expose new, unlubed sections 
the nozzle. Take care 
let plenty the lubricant sink 
into the connections both 
sides the chain links. Once 
you've coated the entire chain, 
remove the excess lubricant. 
you just take off the street, 
you'll ruin your girlfriend’s new 
jacket,” Keogh warns.) Wipe 
some the excess lube off with 
old rag. Next, start the engine, 
put the bike into first gear, and let 
the wheel spin. Gradually give 
the bike some gas; the wheel 
turns faster and faster, centrifugal 
force will spin off the excess 
lubricant. 

Now for the adjustment. 
chain should adjusted that 
when one person sitting the 
bike, you only have about three- 
quarters [of inch] inch 
Keogh says. Adjusting the 
chain relatively easy. Most 
machines have adjustment 
bolt each side the back 
forks. These bolts simply move 
the back wheel out, thus 
reducing increasing the ten- 
sion the chain and adding 
taking slack. Just loosen the 
bolt that holds the back axle tight 
and turn the chain-adjustment 
bolts until you have the proper 
play (check your manual for the 
right amount slack). Move 
each adjuster screw equal 
amount there are graduated 
marks help you make sure 
you've set each evenly and 
retighten 
bolts. 

Your tires should also 
checked, for likely lost 
pressure after long 
sitting; and under- 
inflated, wear excessively 
and unevenly. Likewise, you 
should check for loose spokes (if 
your bike the type that has 
them), since the spokes keep 
your wheels balance. But

Fairings, racks, and other 
extras for your bike

ndoubtedly no- 
ticed that your old 

Buick holds lot more 
junk than your motorcycle does. 
Nonetheless, just because you 
choose travel two wheels 
you necessarily restricted 
carrying the worldly goods 
wandering mendicant. Others 
have confronted the problem 
carrying space before you, and 
may profit from their ex- 
perience. There are numerous 
accessories and trinkets fasten 
your bike expand its carry- 
ing capacity. Some the more 
common and useful ones are: 

Saddle bags. These come 
variety models, but have sev- 
eral 
Generally, they are containers 
that can closed and that are 
meant attached the back 
the bike. There are both hard 
and soft bags. Hard bags are 
more expensive, but are more 
useful than the soft. They 
come equipped with lock. 
Although it’s inadvisable store 
gold ingots them, locked 
saddlebags will afford some 
protection your tire-pressure 
gauge, few odd wrenches, and 
the like. Still, because hard bags 
are inflexible, they are somewhat 
limited terms what they can 
hold. Soft bags, the other 
hand, will bend accommodate 
oddly shaped cargoes, but are apt 
not close securely hard 
ones. tested the theory, 
but rumor has that strong, rigid 
bags offer bit protection 
bike fall. 

Racks. Probably the most com- 
mon means light 
objects bike the tail-end 
rack. Like anything, the racks 
have their advantages and disad- 
vantages. They cost less and can 
hold bulkier objects than fancy 
travel bags. However, you must 
extremely careful tying 
things down the racks, because 
the wind will carry off anything 
that isn’t fastened securely. And 
most racks will not carry great 
deal weight. Neither are they 
suited for very small, loose 
things. But for larger, odd-shaped 
bulky objects, they can very 
convenient. It’s surprising just 


what determined rider with 
good set bungee cords can get 
particularly riders very large 
bikes, find the combination 
bags and rack the most 
satisfactory. 

Sissy bars. Although it’s not 
their purpose, sissy bars 
are great for providing extra 
space for tying more gear. This 
use tends take passenger 
space, but not carrying 
passenger, that extra space can 
useful. 

Tank bags. These bags are 
great for carrying small objects 
that you want have handy, 
things like road maps, cameras, 
gloves, and other things that you 
would rather not stuff into your 
pockets. sure find one that 
attaches firmly your particular 
gas tank. with any other 
attachment your bike, 
approximate fit will prove more 
headache than help. The 
right size bag, however, real 
pleasure long trip. 

Back Packs. not just 
for mountain climbers anymore. 
backpack can any number 
things you may need your 
travels. They are especially good 
for carrying clothing, tents, and 
other things that stay 
pinned racks. And, you get 
tired wearing backpack while 
riding, you can tie sissy bar, 
the seat, the grab rail. 

couple notes caution: 
not stationary vertical object, 
but moving horizontal one. This 
means that you should keep 
relatively low profile maintain 
stability, lessen wind resistance, 
improve gas mileage, and avoid 
sending your prized possessions 
hurtling into space. Check the 
gross-vehicle-weight rating for 
your bike and consider heavier 
fork oil, particularly you are 
adding frontend accessories. You 
might also tighten 
suspension well.

uncomfortable. Gloves and 
mittens are inestimable value 
for keeping your hands warm, 
well the rest your body 
(remember, the blood that cools 
off your hands circulates 
other places). Riding gloves that 
overlap your sleeves are great for 
keeping icy breezes off your 
arms. Some ski 
mittens riding gloves, believ- 
the fingers when 
bunched together help keep each 
other warm. Like all accessories, 
gloves versus mittens matter 
preference. 

Helmets. What? Yes, helmets. 
Although people mainly buy 
helmets protect themselves 
from injury {and legal), 
helmets also keep 
weather off your. head. How 
much they keep off your face 
depends what kind youmpét. 
Obviously, the more that 
ered, the less rain and will 
hit you. However, 
problem: face shields tend fog 
foul weather, reducing 
visibility. Several chemical treat- 
ments claim prevent this cloud- 
ing, least temporarily. 

Many other motorcycle 
cessories are very similar car 
accessories. There are 
radio systems, well tape 
players, that fit the fancier fair- 
ings. You can also get fog lights 
and additional headlights. (The 
Commonwealth does, however, 
limit how many these you may 
have single bike.) One 
accessory people who ride 
heavy traffic should consider 
special horn, since many stock 


horns sound prettier than they 


are functional. There are times 
when you want people know 
you’re there, and the sweet sound 
the original equipment just 
isn’t enough. isn’t necessary 
remove the stock horn; louder, 
more noticeable one can wired 
separately (handlebar-mounted 
switches are available bike 
shops). 

Maps. Although seems 
rather obvious, touring riders 
should not forget how useful 
good maps are.
